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U.S. Studying 
Egypt’s Reply 
On Suez Toll 
Payment Plan 


WASHINGTON (INS) —A 
showdown on future Suez 
Canal operations drew near 
Tuesday night as US. officials 
began studying Egypt’s reply 
to an American plan for pay- 
ment of tolls. 

Informed sources said Egypt 
has answered a set of Ameri- 
can counter-proposals. The 
U.S. note was delivered in Cairo 
last weekend, | 

The new development came 
after Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles ruled out detailed 
negotiations on Suez operations 
unless Egypt indicates  will- 
ingness to compromise. 


Dulles told his news 
SUEZ (AP)—The sunken 
Egyptian frigate Abukir was 
-paised from its side to an up- 
right position in the Suez 
Canal Tuesday by U.N. salv- 
age crews. It carries a dead- 
ly cargo of explosives. With- 
in two days, the Abukir will 
be towed to Great Bitter Lake 
and dumped into a ship grave- 
yard. Egypt then is expected 
to announce the canal is re- 
opened to normal traffic. Ships 
up to 11,000 tons now can use 
the canal.

At his news conference, 
Dulles also denied that he 
canceled the U.S. offer to build 
the Aswan Dam cn the Niie 
merely to force a. showdown 
with Russia in the Middle 
East. This claim was made in 
a biography of the Secretary 
written by Time magazine cor- 
respondent John R. Beal. 

Dulles, turning to another part 
of the biography, said that the 
U.S. has made no secret agree- 
ments with Nationalist China to 
defend the islands of Matsu and 
Quemoy off the Red China coast. 
Dulles said, however, that the 
U.S. has agreed to defend these 
two islands if necessary for the 
defense of Taiwan. 

On the Suez issue, Dulles ex- 
plained the U.S. has proposed 
changes in wording of the 
Egyptian plan for canal opera- 
tions which would give certain 
guarantees to canal users under 
international agreement, 

Dulles also said: 

1. The possibility that Egypt 
ht end belligerency against 
Israe der consideration 
as the result of U.N. Secretary- 
General Dag ammarskjold’s 
talks with Egyptian President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser. 

2. The U.S. believes that it 
would be an act of belligerency 
if Egypt were to use the Gaza 
Strip for commando raids or 
bar Israeli ships from the Gulf 
of Agaba or Suez Canal. 

3. The U.S. has no intention 
of exerting military pressure on! 
Egypt such as shooting its way 
through the Suez Canal. A 
boycott of the canal would be 
extremely unprofitable to most 
countries anil the U.S. is not

Dry Spell Sparks 
Antifire Warning 


The Metropolitan Fire De- 
fense Department decided Wed- 
nesday to issue in a few days 
an emergency warning in an 
unprecedented move to check) 
the fires which have been ram- 
pant recently. 

The decision was made as the 
weatherman predicted no break 
in the unusually dry spell—the 
main cause of fires—until late 
this month, ! 

A total of 18 fires broke out 

in Tokyo during the first 12 
hours of Wednesday. On Tues- 
day the Meiji-za, one of Tokyo’s 
oldest theaters, was razed. 
The Meteorological Agency re- 
ported that rain was recorded’ 
on only seven days in March 
with a total precipitation of 3.05 
inches or 70 per cent of the rain- 
fall in a normal year. Conse- 
quently, humidity dropped- to 
an average of 51.9 per cent, far 
below the normal figure of 66.3 
per cent. 

The weatherman blamed this 


anomalous dry spell on the 
lingering “winter-type” distribu- 
tion of atmospheric pressure. 


Worse still, this weather pat- 
tern is apt to cause strong north- 
ly winds, which tend to fan fires 
into drastic proportions. Tokyo 
citizens received warnings 
against gales on as many as 15 


days during March,

Police identified the arrested 
chief accountant as Junichi Ta- 
teiwa, 47, of the Government- 
supervised National Federation 
of Agricultural Purchasing As- 
sociation (Zenkoren). 

Police said they arrested Ta- 
teiwa Tuesda evening on 
charges of involvement in the 
alleged ¥56-million swindle by 
Hidero Kawamura, 31, of Zen- 
koren’s accounting section. 

Kawamura was arrested last 
March 2, police said. 

Police reported that Tateiwa, 
when arrested, said he “had 
bribed officials at their impli-

cit request.” 
Police said Tateiwa, Kawa- 
mura and “some other” Zenko- 
ren officials had entertained offi- 
cials of the Agriculture-Forestry 
Ministry (which supervises 
Zenkoren) in grand style at 
luxurious restaurants. The Min- 
istry officials allegedly received 
bribes of ¥10,000 each, , 

Police said the bribes to Min- 
istry officials reportedly amount- 
ed to about ¥3,000,000 a year. 

The Government is paying 
Zenkoren ¥40 million annually 
for handling Government con- 
signments of 150,000 tons of 
fertilizer per year. 

The worth of fertilizer han- 
died by Zenkoren annually is es- 
timated at ¥50,000 million. Press 
reports said the transactions 
yield “large profits of some ¥500 
million yearly.” 

The Agriculture-Forestry Min- 
istry was plagued by another 
scandal last June when 
arrested Sadanobu Takujima, an 
official of the same Ministry, on

TIAGO’ (AP) — About 
1,000 rioters attacked police 
and army troops in the center 
of Santiago at midmorning 
Wednesday in a renewal of 
weeklong violence. The mob 
assaulted the Pan American 
Bank and was driven off after 
heavy gunfire. 

The rioters began. <ltering 
into the midtown area shortly 
before 10 a.m. despite the Gov- 
ernment’s orders to remain in- 
doors. 

The mob rushed against the 
troops but turned and fled as 
soldiers opened fire. The firing 
‘continued for several minutes. 

Earlier, the Government 
clamped emergency military 
law on its six million people 
after a night of violent anti- 
inflation rioting, punctuated by 
frequent army fire which left 
scores of dead or wounded in 
this capital. - 

The riots followed a week of 
turbulent demonstrations, most- 
ly led by students, against 
Chile’s runaway cost of living. 
Unofficial reports placed the 
death toll as high as 60. 

President Carlos Ibanez, in a 
nationwide, post-midnight broad- 
cast, warned the population he 
stands for. “energetic use of 
arms, whatever the consequ- 
ences,” te put down the vio 
lence. 

A Government decree, read 
over a nationwide radio hook- 
up, announced a state of siege 
—a form of martial law. The 
Government blamed the rioting 
on international communism 
and lawless groups secking to 
damage the economy .. this na- 
tion. 


All transport services were at 
a standstill and airlines halted 
all service here. Authorities 
said only three persons were

In April Test 


Four: two-stage supersonic 
rockete—the first to be made by 
Japan—will be tested at the Roc- 
ket Center on the Michikawa 
coast of Akita Prefecture late 
this month, the Education Min- 
istry announced Wednesday. 

One of the four rockets, all 
equipped with boosters, has 
been named Kappa II and the 
other three, Kappa III. 

Kappa II _ rocket 
whieh will be tested on 
pril 22 is expected to reach 
an altitude of about five miles.

The three Kappa III rockets 
to be “tested April 26 and 30, 
and May 2 are expected to reach 
an altittide of 17.4 miles.

Economy Growth Here 


A noted British economist said 
in a public lecture in Tokyo 
Wednesday that the rate of eco. 
nomic growth in Japan “is the 
highest sustained rate of eco- 


nomic development in the 
world.” | 
The lecturer, Prof. Colin 


Clark, predicted that this “re. 
markabie” rate. of economic 
growth in Japan, 3 per cent 
per annum, will continue. 

Clark, a professor of Oxford 
University, is attending the To- 
kyo meeting of the Congress for 
Cultural Freedom on problems 
of economic growth. 

In his lecture at the Daiwa 
Shoken Hall, Ote-machi, packed 
by a capacity crowd 1,000 


unusual high rate of economic

\U. S. Supreme Court 
To Review Ruling 
Hegel Per S@ viarch 26, 1957 


On November 9, 1956, the United States Court of Appeals, 
Washington, D.C., issued a decision declaring the exclusive 
patronage conference contract dual-rate system was illegal 
per se and its use could not be approved by the Federal 
Maritime Board. 
This decision was appealed to the United States Supreme.

tled until that Court rules on the basic questions of law in- | 
volved. 
As a matter of fact, on December 20, 1955, when we first 
appealed the decision of the Federal Maritime Board to 
the U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, we stated in an article 
cartied in this space>— : | 
“We are again carrying this matter to the Courts with 
the expectation that the Board’s Order will be reversed, 
but, in any event, with the hope that the ruling of the 
Courts will be sufficiently clear and complete to estab- 
lish, once and for all time, the legality or illegality of 
the conference contract dual-rate system of itself.” 
In that article we also stated briefly the basis for-our con- . 
tinuing to press the matter for a complete and final deter- — 
mination by the Courts; and concluded by saying:— 
“The people of this country are governed by law, so 
let’s get a complete and final court ruling. which all 
concerned can accept; honor and observe.” 
This accurately reflects our position today and which we 
believe is shared, not only by skippers generally, but also 
by most of the other lines.

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Movies in Review 
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‘The Bad Seed’ 
By DONALD RICHIE 
“The Bad Seed,” now playing 
at the Scalaza is Mervyn Le- 
Roy's film version of Maxwell 
Anderson's staging of the late 
William March's iast novel, a 
macbre tour de force about a 
child murderess. With the ex- 
ception of the last few minutes 
the film is long on both suspense 
and probability, sornetimes con- 
triving that extra dimension of 
reality which good movies can 
give their literary originals. 


Little Rhoda seems the almost 
perfect child. She never tears 
her clothes nor scuffs her shoes. 
She is dutiful and extremely in- 
telligent yet, after a little play- 
mate has met a mysterious end, 
her mother can't help but won- 
der if Rhoda is telling all she 
knows. 

She ign’t, not by a long shot. 
When her mother finally learns 
every last horrible detail she is 
torn between love for her child 
and the knowledge that her 
child is a monster, She finally 
decides to give the girl a lethal 
dose of sleeping tablets and 
then shoot herself. 


Up to this point the film has 
been remarkable for its honesty 
in presenting what is, for the 
films, a very off-beat subject. To 
be sure it is somewhat stagy 
and one may not be prepared 
to agree with March’s ideas on 
heredity, yet the subject is pre- 
sented with integrity and real 
insight. The approach is adult 
and intelligent and there are 
no concessions to any supposed 
12-year-old mentality. 

Director LeRoy makes his 
points with clarity and precision 
and even manages to give the 
feeling that you don’t really 
know just where the movie is 
going, that you can’t plot it out 
in advance, the feeling that you 
are watching real life, aimless 
and detailed. Yet all of these 
details count and even the most 
naturalistic conversation con- 
tributes something to emotional 
whole of the film. 


Aiding him are a host of ex- 
cellent character actors as well 
as Nancy Kelly and Patty Mc- 
Cormick, as mother and child, 
both of whom originally played 
these roles on the stage. Hal 
Rossen’s photography is quite 
imaginative and Alex North’s 
moody score underlines the film 
most persuasively. Everything 
leads up nearly perfectly to the 
final acene, the real shocker that 
ended both the novel and play. 

It’s there all right, it exists in 
the film, it’s the point where 
Rhoda's father looks at his re- 
covered daughter and says: 
“Well, at least I still have little 
girl.” But no sooner have the 
implications of this scene reach- 
ed ‘us then we are dragged away 


for yet another scene, and one 


of such blatant phony-ness that 
not an intelligence in the thea- 
ter will be left uninsulted. 

This is not all. Just as “The 
End” appears and you are mak- 
ing a disgruntled exit a stern 
voice commands you to “Wait, 
just a moment!” It wants to 
introduce you to “your wonder- 
ful cast.” Then they all parade 
out, the entire point of which 
antic is to show you that after 
all Patty is really just a natural, 
normal and really lovable lit- 
tle kid after all. 

The damage is not irrepar- 
able, however. In fact, you can 
répair it yourself simply by 
leaving five minutes before the 
film ends. 


‘Club de Femmes’

ph Habib, the film author 
of “Les Compagnes de la Nuit,” 
that violent expose of white 
slavery trade in the Paris under- 
world, has produced another 
singularly arresting piece “Club 
de Femmes,” currently showing 
at Theatre Tokyo. 

There is nothing in common 
between the two, though, except 
that both give a significant view 
of women in a group. Their 
essential interest is a variety 
interest, as a glimpse is allowed 
into each of the girls’ lives to 
produce a compound interest in 
omnibus fashion. 

Only, “Club de Femmes” is a 
comedy with a delightful array 
of humorous characters. Its 
theme centers around the hous- 
ing shortage for college students 
in Paris. Having failed to ob- 
tain decent quarters for them- 
selves, the students act on their 
profound sense of solidarity and 
put up a mass demonstration on 


the streets of Paris demanding, | 


better treatment for university 
boys and girls. 

Even in the midst of so dry 
a campaign, boy meets girl and 
life’s complication is added on 
top of the housing problems, as 
in the case of Sylvie (Dany 
Carrel), an attractive coed from 
the country and her boyfriend 
Michel (J. L. Trintignant). 

Discovery of an unoccupied 
mansion in the suburbs solves 
the problem for a group of girl 
students led by the. militant, 
suffragette type of beauty and 
a born old maid, Nicole (vividly 
enacted by Nicole Courcel). 

The life of the colorful squat- 
ters thus unrolls itself in the 
spacious, if dilapidated, chateau, 
full of revealing, hilarious inci- 
dents. One such concerns a 
somewhat nymphomaniacal girl 
who has tried to steal the hus- 
band of one of her friends, in- 
viting a battle of spectacular 


proportions. 
Nicole gets her first date from 
the sophisticated journalist- 


social worker Laurent (delight- 
fully played by Yvan Desny 
who is “Prince Paul” in Anas- 
tasia). It seems for a moment 
the serious suffragette will 
thaw into the _ conventional 
clinging vine, but it does not 
go that way because Laurent 
announces himself married. 

There is a permanent stay-at- 
home also, a girl who incessant- 
ly works at her bizarre canvas 
as a sort of one-woman protest 
against social wrongs. Another 
girl sun-bathes all day long on 
the roof to the visual delight of 
a neighbor and much to the dis- 
gust of his wife. 

If slightly overdone, the pic- 
ture could easily have become 
intolerably morbid but Director 
Habib, though relentless in in- 
dividual scenes, manages to in- 
troduce @ sound, if wry sort of 
laughter,

‘Otori-jo no Hanayome 

“Otori-jo no Hanayome” (The 
Bride of Otori Castle), Japan's 
first a widescreen fea- 
ture, now playing at local Toei 
theaters, is rather interesting 
from a technical point of view 
though as a screen entertain- 
ment most Westerners will find 
it sadly wanting. 

The English export title, “The 
Lord Takes a Bride,” tells us all 
we need to know about the plot. 
It is a period comedy in which 
the samurai hero is foolish un- 
til the final reel, where his sin- 
gle sword vanquish 20 or, 
— that wide-screen here, 
120. 

Director Sadatsugu Matsuda, 
who made last year’s “Chushin- 
gura,” and Cameraman Shin- 
taro Kawasaki have used the 
wide-screen (CinemaScope pro- 
portions) extremely well; more- 
over they have used it with a 
freedom not often seen in the 
American or French product, 
where the camera often seems 
screwed to the floor. 

In this film the camera is ex- 
tremely mobile, constantly mov- 
ing in for closeups, panning and 
dollying in a manner which 
would make more cautious 
Western cinematographers diz- 
zy. It occasionally makes the 
audience dizzy too, as in the ex- 
tremely fast pans during the 
Noh scenes but most of the time 
the freedom of handling is more 
pleasing than’ not. 

Coupled with this is the Jap- 
anese attitude toward craft, 
never completely missing from 
any film, no matter how poor, 
and one of the joys of living in 
Japan. The ‘exigencies of 
CinemaScope have been fully 
understood by both directory 
and cameraman and each Bcene 
constitutes a comiposition of 
some ingenuity, each set-up is 
visually balanced. One never 
sees the awkward groupings 
which the wide-screen seems to 
encourage. The long “letter- 
slot” screen is used for what it 
is worth and, visually, there is 
not a wasted frame in the en- 
tire picture. 

Perhaps it is this technical 
brilliance, the extremely fine 
Eastmancolor registration, the 
mobile camerawork, which 
makes the film itself, the story 
and action, seem so weak. One 
can admire the film but it is al- 
most impossible to like it.—D.R.

O’Connor of the Pacific Coast League said Tuesday

The PCL has approved the 
series in principle, but problems 
remain to be solved. The prin- 
cipal problem appears to be that 
the Coast League concludes its 
season about a month before the 
Pacific world series would be. 

layed. Tentatively it would 
be in about Oct. 20. 

PCL committee is working 
on the project with Gg vo 
Baseball Commissioner Noboru 
Inouye, President Ryuji Suzuki 
of the Central League of Japan 
and® Isamu Saeki, President of 
the Japanese Pacific League.

Based on Price Trend

Stable economic growth is] 


based on a stable price trend, 
an important indicator of busi- 
ness health. 

A review of Japanese price 
trends from about 1950 reveals 
certain unstable factors, partt- 
cularly in relation to overseas 
price trends and the balance of 
payments, which must be 
watched carefully.: 

The. first is the sharply rising 
and unbalanced nature of the 
price trend. i 

During 1950 and 1951, all 
prices upped notably, including 
wholesale, export and import, 
consumer and wages. Leaders 
were export prices and whole- 
sale producer goods. Up to the

Yawata Loan

WASHINGTON (Kyodo) — 
Prospects are dim for the Ya- 
wata Iron Works obtaining a 
$10 million loan from the Ex- 
port-Import Bank of Washing- 
ton due to the unpaid debt of 
$5.1 million which the company 
owes to the World Bank.

payment surplus was sacrificed 
for the sake of price stability. 
Then, to maintain the balance of 
payments on the favorable side, 
the tight-money policy was put 
through late in 1953, which ad- 
justed prices downward, and 
kept them stable through 1955. 
This was followed by fast eco- 
nomic growth and buoyant busi- 
ness which pushed prices up- 
ward again. Export prices be- 
gan turning upward followed by 
wholesale prices of producers’ 
goods led by metals. As busi- 
ness prosperity continued with 
accompanying high investment 
activity, prices on producers’ 
goods began to ascend sharply. 
This was followed by rising 
prices on consumers’ goods and 
wages. In other words, there 
is an over-all price firming 
trend. 

There are certain notable fea- 
ture in the above price firming 
trend, 

(a) Big gap between pro- 
ducers’ g and consumers’ 
goods prices. In 1956 producers’ 
goods climbed 13.1 per cent but 
consumers’ goods upped only 3.1 
per cent. 

(b)) Big gap between export 
and import prices. Ih 1956 the 
former rose 4.5 per cent, where- 
as 7 latter gained only 0.8 per 
cen 

(c) Home prices tended td 
move more and more independ- 
ently of export and import 
prices. 

Another factor is the domestic- 
overseas price gap against 
Japan. 

Although the _ tight-money 
line closed the price gap, it has 
widened again since 1956. Parti- 
cularly since the Suez affair, the 
gap against Japan has widened 
on iron-steel, nonferrous metals, 
crude rubber and hides, 

Latest comparisons reveal 
that Japanese prices are quite 
above overseas prices on iron- 
steel items (pig, bar, plate, 
sheet), nonferrous lines (elec- 
trolytic copper, lead and zinc, 
tin, aluminum), chemicals (am- 
monium sulphate, caustic soda, 
rayon pulp)), fuel (coal, heavy 
oll), crude rubber and hide. 

Although Japanese produc- 
tivity has advanced, recent ex- 
port gains are due more to the 


unusual overseas business : 
boom, 
Finally, overseas price . in- 


fluences must be considered. 
Considering the meager re- 
sources and narrow home mar- 
ket, Japan’s reliance on foreign 
raw materials and markets is 
very high. And hence, the sus- 
ceptibility of foreign price in- 
fluences. Then too, the high 
coverage of freight cost in im- 
port cost emphasizes the in- 
fluence. 

On the other hand, Japanese 
prices tend to follow and even 
exceed overseas price rises, but 
often fail to follow’ the dips. 

Certain foreign trade and 
foreign exchange restrictions 
tend to shut off outside infiu- 
ences, usually making for high- 
er prices here. 

In conclusion, there is an im- 
portant factor to keep in mind; 
that is, whereas in 1955 the rise 
in effective demand was match- 
ed by elasticity in output which 
kept prices stable, recently, 
production has been losing in 
elasticity and demand is push- 
ing prices upward. This dip in 
elasticity has caused imports to 
rise leading to deficits in the 


balance of payments.

Dr. Matsushita’s mission has generally been well re-

Weapons. Nevertheless, there appears to be little hope that 
the British Government will agree to cancel the Christmas 
Island tests and, indeed, on Tuesday it turned down a 
Japanese fishermen’s organization’s request to that end.

Japan’s strong 
stand, if it has accomplished nothing else to date, has cer- 
tainly brought the problem of experimentation with nuclear 
weapons prominently before the whole world and public 
opinion has been aroused on the issue as never before. 
This is a great gain for it is the formation of a universal 
--yiew that these tests ought not to be continued indefinitely 


that can be most effective. 


. It is true, of course, that Soviet Russia has notified 
this country that it is only ready to suspend nuclear tests 
if other countries “accept the duty of prohibiting them.” 
President Eisenhower and Prime Minister Macmillan in 
their Bermuda communique said “continued nuclear testing 
is required, certainly for the present,” while the five-Power 
‘disarmament conference in London ended a discussion on 
Tuesday without any of the parties concerned budging 


on the issue of halting nuclear explosions.

Japan, Norway, Yugoslavia and India have been asked 
to send suggestions for consideration when the disarma- 
ment conference resumes discussion of the issue in two 
weeks’ time.

Lioyd’s annual summary of 
, shipbuilding recently released 


shows that in 1956 Japan was, 
for the first time in history, the 
world’s largest shipbuilding 
nation with 325 ships of 1,746,- 
429 gross tons launched, follow- 
ed closely by Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland with 275 


ships of 1,383,387 gross tons.. 


These figures represented 26 
per cent for Japan and 21 per 
cent for Britain of the world’s 
launching of 6,673,701 gross 
tons, which was the highest 
since 1919 apart from the war 
years. 

Further study of Lloyd's 
Statistics reveals the fact that 
Japan had under construction 
in December, 1956, the largest 
foreign orders of all nations. 
Out of 1,364,190 tons being 
built throughout Japan, 935,410 
tons were for’ registration 
abroad and only 428,780 tons for 
the Japanese flag, or 69 and 31 
per cent respectively. Other 
nationg building more ships for 
export than for domestic 
owners were Germany with 
572,448 tons (72 per cent) for 
overseas and 226,324 tons (28 

r-cent) for home, and Sweden 

uilding for foreign accounts 
340,450 tons (70 per cent) and 
for home accounts 144,768 tons 
(30 per cent). | 
Registered in Liberia 


Germany’s principal cus- 
tomers were registering their 
Ships in Liberia, Norway, 
Netherlands, etc., while Sweden 
was building for her traditional 
customer Norway as much as 
254,000 tons or 52 per cent of 


her entire construction. In the 


case of Japan, Liberian regis- 
tration totalled 510,710 gross 
tons, and Panamanian 312,600 
gross tons; or 37 per cent and 
23 per cent of all new building 
here. Combined they represent 
60 per cent of all the ships in 
course of construction in Japan. 

The same statistics shows 
that total ships under construc- 
tion throughout the world for 
Liberian registration were 
946,728 tons, and those to fly 
Panamanian flag came to 524,- 
200 tons. Those in course of 
building in Japan at the last 
year-end for these two flags 
represented 54 per cent and 60 
per cent respectively of all 
ships abuilding for registration 
in these two countries. In other 
words, Japan is now the largest 
purveyor of new ships to those 
owners who are _ registering 
their new vessels under the so- 
called “flags of convenience.” 


Reasons Given 


What has brought this situa- 
tion about? The obvious rea 
sons are quite simple: (1) 
Japan had more than ample 
shipbuilding capacity; (2) her 
own shipowners were not 
building new tonnage to the 
capacity of the yards; and; (3) 
foreign owners with strong 
financial backing came. and 
placed large orders running for 
several years ahead. Such an 
explanation, however, is too 
simple and superficial to satisfy 
careful readers. Let us examine 
pertinent facts a little more 
deeply. 

(1) After the last war, 
Japan’s shipbuilding capacity 
was supposed to be about 750,- 
000 gross tons a year; but actual] 
construction never exceeded 
500,000 tons except in 1953 
when 728,000 tons of new 
vessels were built. The Govern- 
ment-sponsored shipbuilding 
programs, of which more anon,

Thanks, however, to the 
adoption of the latest ma- 
chinery and techniques such as 
extensive use of welding in hull 
construction and the system of 
building large’ sectiors or 
“blocks” in shops and assem- 
bling them on the building 
berths, the annual output of 
ships could have been material- 
ly increased quite easily and 
at relatively small cost. Such 
an expansion did take place 
when demand for ships ap 
peared. 
| Adequate Equipment 

Fortunately Japan has steel, 
machinery, electric equipment 
and other industries adequate to 
support her enlarged shipbuild- 
ing industry; and _ additional 
workers could be recruited. So 
she can today produce close to 
2,000,000 tons of new ships a 
year. And the fact that several 
foreign owners are placing 
order after order following de- 
livery and actual running of 
their earlier Japanese-built 
ships speak eloquently of the 
excellent quality of these ves- 
sels. 

(2) In spite of-the easily ex- 
pandable shipbuilding capacity 
of her yards, domestic shipown- 
ers did not venture on large 
new construction programs 
until 1955-56. This was less 
from their own choice than 
from eircumstances in which 
they found themselves. To 
understand their position, it will 
be necessary to go back to 1945. 

The end of hostilities found 
about 90 per cent of all Japan’s 
merchant ships lost in the war. 
The huge losses were never 
compensated by the’ Govern- 
ment; nor was any war risk in- 
surance paid. Japanese ship- 
owners were like a merchant 
who lost all of his uninsured 
stock of merchandise in a fire 
of his rented store. They were 
prostrate, having nothing left 
but their organizations with ex- 
perienced personnel on land and 
for the seas. 


Government Aid 

Because of the indispensable 
need of merchant marine to 
keep the country’s economy 
functioning and to help to re- 
duce the very unfavorable 
balance of trade, the Govern- 
ment began to make its funds 
available to shipowners who 
wanted to rebuild their fleets. 
This was done in the form of 
impact loans (at present through 
Japan .Development Bank) to 
the extent of 30-40 per cent of 
the cost of new ships, and own- 
ers providing their own funds 
or borrowing monies from their 
bankers for the remainder of 
the cost. Their own resources 
being very limited, they had to 
borrow heavily in the chronical- 
ly money-tight country, paying 
something like 10 per cent in- 
terest,—and the borrowing be- 
ing possible only when there 
were impact loans. 

Meanwhile wages have gone 
up considerably, so that Japan’s 
merchant marine is no longer 
one of the cheapest to operate in 
that respect: in fact, it is very 
much on the high side. And 
when owners managed to earn 
a little profit in very good times— 
and these times were preciously 
scarce and far between,—they 
had to pay 50 per cent of their 
net profit in inexorable taxes, 
national and local. Small won- 
der, then, that they were wholly 
incapable of going ahead- with 
their own shipbuilding plans 
outside of the Government-spon- 
sored programs except when, as 
in 1956, money was less tight 
and shipping revenues were un- 
commonly good. 

Building Trimmed 

Since there were too mahy 
calls for Government loans for 
rehabilitating many of Japan’s 
war-torn essential industries, 
the Government-sponsored ship- 
building had to be trimmed, as 
previously said, to keep the 
yards busy at about 50 per cent 
of what was considered to be 
their building potentiality. And 
the programs were made from 
year to year depending on an- 
nual budgets. 

(3) When some three years 
ago overseas shipowners began 
looking for shipyards capable 
of producing ships for fairly 
prompt delivery and at compe- 
titive cost. they found many of 
Japan’s shipyards to fill the bill 

These foreign shi 
owners were completely self. 
reliant; they could make use of 
abundant commercial credit in 
the United States and elsewhere 


at the interest rates of 3% to 


4 per cent, and had to wait for 
no sponsoring by any govern- 
ment. Ships registered in such 
countries as Liberia and 
Panama are subject to no seri- 
ous regulations on personnel on 
board, and pay little or no taxes 
on their earnings. The remark- 
able extent to which these for- 
eign orders came to Japanese 
shipyards has been shown b 
the figures cited above. . 
Yards Kept Busy 

Lest there be any misunder- 

standing of what has just been 


said, it should be stated clearly 


and emphatically that there is 
no envy or jealousy meant or 
implied toward these overseas 
customers of our shipyards. 
The result mentioned earlier 
came about in the most natural 
working of economic laws. It 
meant that our shipyards found 
much needed work to keep 
them busy; aricillary industries 
benefited; workers found more 
jobs; and the nation’s trade 
balance was helped. Even the 
low-priced early orders have to 
be taken al with better- 


_ priced later orders. All in all,

these overseas orders should be, 
and are in fact, appreciated by 

the whole nation. 
Nevertheless, Japanese ship- 
owners could not be blamed 
altogether if they felt that cir- 
cumstances had not a little 
cramped their attempts to take 
full advantage of the current 
shipping market by having had 
more ships built. This feeling 
is all the greater because the 
Government-s ponsored ship- 
building programs are made 
from year to year; and ship- 
owners can never know how big 
a program will be, or the types 
of ships to qualify in future 
s, or yet what the per- 


BS 
centages will be of the Govern- 


ment loans versus owners’ own 
and/or borrowed monies. 

In practice, therefore, they 
cannot venture upon new con- 
struction projects beyond the 
current year, while foreign or- 
ders can be and are placed 
several years in advance. The 
very best that domestic owners 
can hope for is to obtain from 
friendly shipbuilders options 
for building space as far in 
advance as the shipbuilders are 
inclined or willing to give. This 
sort of arrangements leaves 
open for a very long while the 
types and costs of vessels to be 
actually built, and is hardly a 
definite plan in the commercial 
sense for them. 

Better Financing 

It is apparent, therefore, that 

the present way of assisting 


“new shipbuilding under Govern- 


ment sponsorship is inadequate, 
and that there is a crying need 
for better ways of financing 
shipowners in new construc- 
tion. A special finance corpora- 
tion might be created, authoriz- 
ed to make sound shipbuilding 
loans to shipowners for projects 
running three or five years 
ahead, but within the. limits, 
either annual or over-all, set in 
conformity with the nation’s 
long-range shipping policy. It 
should be able to raise funds by 
issuing guaranteed bonds bear- 
ing current interest, and loan 
monies to shipowners at the 
same interest rates as foreign 
owners pay in low-rate coun- 


.tries,—the difference to be made 


up by the Government, 

As an alternative, the Govern- 
ment’s own fund could be ad- 
ministered by the special cor- 
poration for loans to shipown- 
ers at the same competitive 
rates of interest. Management 
of the special institution would 
best be left in the hands of ex- 
perienced bankers and shipping 
executives, free from politics, 
and subject to the minimum 
necessary supervision and_ re- 
view by appropriate authorities 
or by the Diet. 

Special Funds 

It should be noted that some 
such schemes are not without 
precedent in this country, as in 
the instances of special land 
and industrial development 
banks or funds, and seem to 
have full justification where 
they serve the national interest 
or ‘purposes. It should also be 
noted that such a plan will ob- 
viate the necessity, as in the 
past, of granting shipowners in 
bad times partial refund of too 
high interest initially charged 
on government and banking 
loans to them. | | 

There may be some critics 
who say that this is really taking 
a leaf from foreign books, é.g., 
Construction Loan Fund created 
by the U.S. Congress and ad- 
ministered by the Federal 
Maritime Board. Let us frank- 
ly admit that it is precisely that, 
only modified in some respects. 

If the United States needs an 
adequate merchant marine as a 
matter of national policy, as 
she undoubtedly does, and has 


'a Construction Loan Funds set 


aside to meet this need, entire- 
ly apart from an operating dif- 
ferential subsidy, Japan has as 
much or more ureees reasons to 
create a shipbuilding loan fund. 
Shipping revenues are the only 
sizable income that Japan can 
hope to have in order to reduce 
her red balance of trade, which, 
despite all the efforts being 
made to promote her export, 
will remain on account of the 
necessity of importing food- 
stuffs and other essentials of life 


-and industries. 


Freight Paid | 
Last year, according to esti- 


mates, Japan paid ocean freight 
of 139 million to her own ship 
ping as against $281 million to 
foreign shipping. Surely a 
little more freight can be paid 
to her national merchant marine 
without seriously affecting for- 
eign shipping interests, mainly 
tramps.

that extent less dependent on 
foreign aids and special military 
procurement orders in trying to 
balance her international re- 
ceipts and payments. 

Financial measures in aid of 
shipping as outlined above still 
leave the problem of very heavy

solved. It may be argued that 
the shipping industry has no 
claim to special treatment when 
all other industries and even 
salaried men are bearing heavy 
tax burdens, It must be remem- 
bered, however, that shipping 
is an industry that is wholly and 
completely exposed to interna- 
tional competition, and in the 
face of it, is serving our Nna- 
tional interest. 
Foreign Registration 

It must also be rémembered 
that competition of ships fiying 
the “flags of convenience” is 
such that it is driving strongly 
established foreign shipowners 
to resort to the same steps. That 
old citadel of British shipping, 
the P. & O. Navigation Co., was 
reported last December as plan- 
ning to organize a subsidiary in 
Bermuda and there to register 
its future shi nd they had 
ambitious shipbuilding projects, 
—while another British line 
was said to be applying for per- 
mission to transfer its fleet to 
the same British possession; all 
for the sole purpose of finding 
relief from heavy British taxes., 
It seems hardly conceivable 
that Japan, at one heroic stroke, 
would amputate from her 
closely-integrated body politic 
an island, say Hachijo-jima, 
and make it a semi-autonomous 
“Bermuda.” As an alternative, 
then, Japanese shipping com- 
panies might be permitted to 
register parts of their ships in 
some “convenient” countries, 
without incurring too many 
red-tape controls and restric- 
tions. under the Exchange Con- 
trol Law. This may not be the 
ideal solution of the problem. 
But as long as “flags of con- 
venience” are available to ship 
owners of other nations wish- 
ing to benefit by that method, 
something like that will have 
to be considered, seriously, for

and Budget 


President Firm About Foreign Aid 
By THOMAS J. MARSHALL 


WASHINGTON—When Pres- 
ident Eisenhower returned from 
Bermuda last week, he took a 
look at what Congress had done 
while he was gone and decided 
it was time to speak out. The 
issue was once again the budget 
for. the- fiscal year beginning 
next July 1. It is at this mo- 
ment the biggest bone of con- 
tention between the Administra- 
tion and Congress and the parti- 
cularly sensitive marrow of that 
bone is foreign aid. 

The issue turned that way 
more or less inadvertently. The 
President himself and his chief 
budget lieutenants had earlier 
in the year submitted to Con- 
gress not only the federal fiscal 
plan, but simultaneously also a 
plea for economy. Startled, Con- 


gress returned the challenge by 


asking the Chief Executive to 
tell where and how much to 
cat. . 

Without waiting for the an- 
swer, however, legislators went 
to work with their scissors. They 
laid before the President siz- 
able snips clipped from the bud- 
get of the White House itself 
and of a number of other agen- 
cies. 

Understandably enough, they 
used their shears first of all on 
the budget pages given to peace- 
time agencies because the bulk 
of the fiscal plan is made up of 
defense spending not easily open 
to major cuts without impair- 
ment of national security. 

On the other hand, Congress 
was—so the President thought 
—more lenient with federal 
money for locally beneficial pro- 
jects. Between the scylla of 
defense necessity and the chary- 
bdis of politically motivated 
spending, as the President cail- 
ed it last week, there lay for- 
eign aid as a most tempting 
target for shears and scissors. 

‘@hus, while a specific plan 
for mutual assistance has not 
yet been submitted to Congress, 
the Executive became visibly 
concerned about the prospects 
of the special foreign aid mes- 
sage .Mr. Eisenhower soon is 
to send to Capitol Hill. 

Its concern was heightened 
by the budget which—as he has 
for the past 10 years—Virginia’s 
Senator Harry Flood Byrd had 
worked up on his own. He pro- 


poe cuts (out of $71,800 mil- 
ion) and affecting defense as 
well as foreign aid, the latter 
he thinks should be reduced by 
$2,000 million or almost 50 per 
cent. 

The pains of such surgery 
would hardly be lessened by 
Senator Byrd’s proposal to ex- 
tend corporation income taxes 
now amounting to 30 per cent 
on the first $25,000 of earnings 
and a whopping 52 per cent 
thereafter. The Senate quickly 
approved the extension to as- 
sure the treasury of about $3,- 
000 million in revenues, but this 
does nothing to solve the prob- 
lem of high expenditures. 

Thus Mr. Eisenhower decid 
to take his stand. Whether he 
did so because of the turn the 
Congressional drive for economy 
has taken or aiso because his 
economic advisers see inflation- 
ary dangers fading and continu- 

prosperity rendering the bud- 
get economically tolerable—that 
remains to be seen. The fact 
is, the President gave Congress 
the asked-for advice in his news 
conference last week. 

The gist: Stop seeking sav- 
ings in national defense; stop 
idle talk about economy, un- 
less long-established domestic 
programs are revised—programs 
that the people expect and, as 
the President implied, largely 
deserve; look at spending that 
is politically motivated; asd 
above all, stop trying to cut 
foreign aid. 

In fact, the President told 
Congress never to forget that 
foreign aid is really “mutuai” 
aid, for “in working with other 
nations the United States works 
ro its own peace and secur- 

y.” 

Beyond this, the Administra- 
tion, he said, is making a com- 
plete restudy of the cuts sug- 
gested by Congress and of other 
internal economies, moves he ap- 
parently hopes will reduce ex- 
penditures sufficiently. 

It would be idle to pretend 
that the controversy over the 
budget is now settled. But Mr. 
Eisenhower has taken his stand, 
he has done so most firmly with 
regard to mutual aid, and that 
indicates that- he is prepared 
once again to fight for it with 
undiminished vigor.
